Study On Quebec's University System Established 


‘ In-the October issue of FAPUQ Information it was reported that the 
Quebec Government has set up the Commission d'Etudes sur les Universités 
(CEU), to look at the university system in Quebec. The setting up of 
this commission has been in the works since January of this year and 
represents the first study of its kind to be sponsored by the PQ Govern- 
ment. Four committees have been set up under the CEU with membership 
coming from McGill, Univerité de Montréal, Université du Québec 4 Rimouski, 
Université du Québec a Montréal, Université du Laval, CGEP du Hull, and 
Concordia University. The four committees are: Comité d'etudes sur les 
universités, ]'Université et la societé québecoise, L'Organizationdudu 
systfsie Universitaire and Formation et recyclage des Enseignants. The 
last°committee on the training and re-training of teachers is the only 
one which Concordia was represented in.
